He has been a legislative representative for the 
USWA for the past 19 years in Washington, D.C. He has never | 
purchased or euthorized purchase ef transcripts ef Coamittee 
on Education and Labor Hearings since Congressman POWELL 
became chairman in 1961. There may have been two or three 
occasions prior to 1961 when transcripts were purchased, 
particularly if an official of the USWA testified. When 
transcripts are purchased, the USWA procedure requires 
the reporting company to gubait an invoice to USUA . 
Headquarters, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. The Headquarters 
will then reimburse the reporting company by check. He 
has no knowledge of Alderson Reporting Company, or any 


other reporting company making rebates to Congressman 
¥OWELL. 


MOFFMAN stated he has no.knovledge of anyone 
making payments to Congressman POWELL, members of his 
staff pr Committee on Education and Labor personnel.

In that connection and because the possibility existed Mr. Powell 
might have financially benefitted from the introduction of these bills, 
we have reviewed pertinent files maintained by the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service.

In the event information is developed indicating 
that the immigrants understood they were making payments as a 
consideration for Powell's actions in their behalf either through 
introduction of legislation or contact with the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, there would be involved possible violations 
of 18 U.S.C, 201 and 203.

There is attached for approval a lette 
Attorney General Vinson clarifying the scope of investigation 
which is being initiated in response to his letter of 6/12/67. 
In that letter we were requested to initiate an inquiry into 
the possibility that Powell benefited financially from the 
|introduction of about 300 private bills for the benefit of 
immigrants subject to deportation. 


That letter was poorly worded and it was not clear 
whether the Department desired an investigation of each of BIC 
the 300 private bills or of 91 bills identified in two lists 
which wer englosed with the 6/12/67 letter. In order to 
obtain clarification the request was discussed with Herbert 
Edelhertz,' Chief, Criminal Fraud Section, Criminal Division. 

The lack of clarity was pointed out to him and the advisability 
of interviewing a representative number of the immigrants 
identified by @he Department as a result of the Department's 
review of file§ maintained by the Immigration and Maturalization 
Service was- algo pointed out since the basis for the investi- 
gation is mérely that Powell introduced a large nunber of 
private bills and the possibility exists that he might have 
benefited financially therefrom. Edelhertz concurred and 
requested that the law firms representing the immigrants not 

be contacted until the Department had reviewed information 


furnished by the representative number of immigrants interviewed 
by the Bureau. 


Edelhertz advised that the Internal Revenue Service 
is conducting an income tax investigation of Congressman Powell 
and was aware that Powell had introduced a large number of 
private bills for which he may have received fipancial benefits. 
Edelhertz requested that a copy of each investigative report 
| prepared by the ee in this meee nished to the 
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Memorandum to Mr. DeLoach 
RE: CONGRESSMAN ADAM CLAYTON POWELL; ET AL. 


Internal Revenue Service. The attached letter confirms that 
request and advises that the request will be complied with. 


The field has been instructed to initiate the 
investigation requested by the Department and to complete it 
by 6/23/67. The field has been instructed to interview a 
representative number of those identified in the enclosures 
to the Department's letter, the representative number to 
consist of approximately 40% of those immigrants in the 
United States who can be located without the necessity of 
conducting fugitive type investigations. Wine of those 
listed by the Department sre outside of the United States 
or are deceased. Only ten have addresses in Powell's 
judicial district. S8ix are in New Jersey and sixty-six 
are in the boroughs of Brooklyn, Queens and Bronx, which 
are outside of Powell's judicial district. It is anticipated 
that this representative number will comprise no more than 
fifty interviews. The obtaining of the clarification from 
‘the Department will result in a savings of investigative and 
reporting time required for approximately 250 interviews. 


RECOMMENDATION 


That the attached letter be forwarded to Assistant 
Attorney General Vinson confirming the discussion with 
Mr. Edelhertz to the effect that a representative number of 
the immigrants identified by the Department will be 
interviewed; that investigation at law firms will not be 
conducted pending a review by the Department of the 
information furnished by those immigrants interviewed and 


that a copy of investigative reports will be furnished to 
the Internal Revenue Service.

Investigation has been proceeding expeditiously by 
Newark and New York concerning the Department's request of 
6/12/67, that immigrants who were beneficiaries of private 
bills introduced by Congressman Powell during the 89th Congress 
be interviewed, The basis for this request was the possibility 
that Powell benefited financially from the introduction of 
approximately 300 such bills. 


We obtained clarification as to the Department's request 
and by letter to Mr. Vinson dated 6/16/67, confirmed that our 
inquiry would consist only of interviews with a representative 
number of the 91 immigrants identified in enclosures to the 
Department's letter and that no investigation would be conducted 
at the two law firms which represented those immigrants identi- 
fied by the Department pending further advice after the Department 
had reviewed the results of the requested interviews.

New York and Newark were instructed 6/22/67, to 
discontinue efforts to interview clients of Billet, but to 
proceed with interviews of immigrants identified by the 
Department who were not represented by Billet.

become a defendant. Not only are the conditions imposed by 
Billet regarding the interviews unreasonable, but it would be 
most unwise to interview them in his presence since he is a 
potential subject and could be a defendant in a criminal 
proceedings. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


In view of the above, there is attached for 
forwarding to Assistant Attorney General Vinson a memorandum 
enclosing a letterhead memorandum prepared by the Newark office

In any event this individual would have 
no knowledge of POWELL"s arrangements with the Yello: Rose 


II or the fact POWELL was even en the Yellow Rose II during 
this period. 


He heard that POWELL upon arriving in Nassau flew 
back to Washington, D.C. 


About 7 er 8 days after this trip he received a 
telephone call at the Castaways Motel frem Cengressman POWELL 
in Washingten, D.C. This was in the morning and POLL 
related that he was go to Bimini end he wanted him to 
go along te work as his te” for fishing purposes. POWELL 
wanted to be met at the Miani International Airpert and also 
he wanted a “police escort”. He censented te go with POWELL 
to Bimini. He met POWELL that same day in the afterncon 


at the Miani International Airport but there was no police 
escort. 


POWELL was accompained by CORRIMNE WF, and Mr. 
and Mre. CARROLL SWANN. These individuals, aleng with 
himself flew to Bimini from Miami vie Chalk Airlines, Miani. 


They remained in Bimini fer abeut 10 days and hed most 
every day. POWELL had chartered a boat from a be

lecal resident of Bimini. POWELL paid > a aday tc 
plus expenses which POWELL paid him in cash. also EHD 


paid fer his reund trip plane fare on Chalk Airlines. Usually 
a charter captain in Bimini gets $125 a day fer the we eof 

his vessel and he assumes that’s what it esst POWELL, but 

he dees net know this te be a fact. 


While thee were there in Bimini everyone stayed 
at Brown's Hotel and Déck. If his recellectien is correct, 
this trip was between March 9-19, 1965. 


Around early July, 1965, exact dates not recalled, 
he received several telephone calls at the Castaways Motel 
from Congressman POWELL in Washingten, D.C. POWELL was 
entering the Blue Marlin Tournament in Bimini and he wanted 


him again to serve as his “mate” for fishing purposes in this 
tournament. 


As he recalls, he flew ever to Bimini from Miani 
en Chalk Airlines en er about July 1, 1965, with POWELL 
paying for bis plane fare.
